was this: 


There would be no declaration of 


war on Germany, because thc majority 
of congress and very probably the 
majority of nil the people are against 
such a declaration. And without con- 
gressional authority the president can 
not himself make an open declaration. 


But thc possibility of undeclared 


warfare was real and imminent—if 
not already an accomplished fact. For 
the president can dispose of the Navy 
within very broad limits until given 
specific orders by thc congress to call 
it back to home waters. But thc same 
congress which is unwilling to make 
a declaration of war also is unwilling 
to interfere with the president's handl- 
ing of the fleet, and once ngain, I 
think, the congress is reflecting ac- 
curately the state of American opin- 
ion. 


And so you have all the materials 


with which to construct a pattern for 
undeclared warfare.

The 13 Becomes 363 


When thc American Revolution be- 


gan, 
thc colonies were terribly handi- 


capped by the fact that the British 
commanded the sea. British troops 
could be brought to any place along 
thc American coast without opposi- 
tion, coastal cities could be assaulted, 
and American commerce ravaged at 
will. 


Something had to he done about it. 


The first thing was an obvious step. 
Commercial vessels were bought and 
hurried attempts made to convert them 
into fighting ships. Privateers were 
commisioned. It was quickly and 
painfully clear thiit this was 
not 


enough against the highly 
profes- 


sional English navy. So thc Continen- 
tal Congress approved thc building 
of 13 frigates, thc first-beginnings of 
a real American navy. 


Those 13 ships will have become 


363 by the end of thc year. Already 
this year, 23 fighting ships have been 
placed 
in active service, including 


two huge new battleships, nine sub- 
marines, and 12 destroyers. 


By the end of thc year it now seems 


cc.tain that thc Navy will have in 
commission 363 fighting ships us com- 
pared to 322 on last Jan. 1; 18 bat- 
tleships as compared to 15; six plane 
carriers as compared to six: 38 cruis- 
ers as compared to 37; 179 destroyers 
as compared to 159 and 122 submarines 
to 105. Note that 20 new destroyers 
will have been added to thc fleet 
this year in the place of thc 50 sent 
to Britain in the deal for Western 
Hemisphere bases. No sensible per- 
son will deny that these 20 anew de- 
stroyers, new, modern, and more po- 
werful than the old, plus the new 
bases from which to operate them, 
constitute a gain in defensive streng- 
th over thc 50 World War destroyers 
sent to Britain. 


Two-ocean naval protection is on 


the way and ahead of schedule. Is it 
any good, in view of thc bomber? 
The best way to get a quick und easy 
answer to that question is to ask two 
others: 


1. Where would England be today 


if she hadn't had throughout the war 
a dominant fleet? And,

day to have, in addition to her air 
power, u fleet capable of meeting 
that uf thc British on equal terms?

Claim Atlantic 
Convoy Already 
Lost 22 Ships 


Official Sources 
Indicate Action 
Is Answer to 
Roosevelt 


By thc Associated Press 
Germany announced Friday, hard on 


the heels of President 
Roosevelt's 


order for a shoot-on-sight defense by 
American warships at the approach 
of a "rattlesnake Axis raider," that 
German U-boat torpedoes are even 
now slashing through waters of the 
north Atlantic in one of the greatest 
convoy attacks of the war. 


So far 22 ships have been sunk out 


of more than 40 vessels in a heavily 
guarded convoy, Adolf Hitler's high 
command announced in a special bul- 
letin, saying the assault will still pro- 
ceeding. 


Carrying War Supplies 
Presumably the convoy was bearing 


supplies for Britain. 


Although Germany's formal com- 


ments on Roosevelt's broadcast was 
shrouded in official silence the timely 
announcement of convoy attacks made 
it appeal- that the Reich is trying to 
answer the warning with action in- 
stead of words. 


Hardly had the foreign correspon- 


dents reached their offices after a noon 
press conference than the Berlin radio 
with trumpet fanfare informed the 
world of-the convoy sinking.. 


In the first authorized Berlin com- 


ment -a-....Jjazi ^spokesman '-deqlajed.,.^ 
scornfully'that all 61 Roosevelt's con^T" 
tentions were lies and that his ref- 
erence to freedom of the seas was 
the "peak of hypocracy." 


Roosevelt Responsible 
"The president must bear the re- 


sponsibility of all consequences," the 
spokesman said. 


Other quarters said the progressing 


U-boat attack on a British bound 
convoy in the north Atlantic was the,, 
answer to Roosevelt. 


In Rome the authorized Fasist editor, 


Virginio 
Gay da, 
often 
Mussolini's 


spokesman, declared that Italian and 
German ships "exposed to deliberate 
aggressive 
action of the American 


warships must attack in self defense* 
if they cannot escape." 


The German high command com- 


muniques indicated that the convoy 
assault begin at least a day ago but 
was still continuing. It said that U- 
boats up to date had sent 22 ships 
totaling 134,000 tons to the bottom of 
the north Atlantic.

nounced new submarine rails in the 
Atlantic. Mussolini credited a Fascist 
undersea craft with sinking a large 
oil tanker and probably destroying a 
5,450 tons freighter.

"No act of violence or intimida- 


tion will keep us from maintaining 
intact two bulwarks of defense: First 
our line of supply of material to the 
enemies of Hitler, and, the freedom of 
our shipping on the high seas." 


The president, in solemn and earnest 


mood, spoke from the diplomatic re- 
ception room on the ground floor of 
the White House. Mrs. Roosevelt was 
with him, and a few aides. 


He spoke slowly, clearly and quiet- 


ly, raising his voice only occasionally 
to emphasize such phrases as, when 
striking the foes of his foreign policy, 
he said that despite "what any Amer- 
ican obstructionist organization may 
prefer to believe," the German sub- 
marine struck first in its skirmish last 
week with the destroyer Greer. 


And, 
he chose to emphasize a state- 


ment that "we have sought no shott- 
ing war with Hitler," and "dc wot 
seek it now," but: 


"Neither do we want peace so much, 


that we are willing to pay for it by 
permitting him to attack our naval 
and merchant ships while they are 
on legitimate business."

chimpanzees, which rate closest to 
human beings among the animals, 
give some evidence that man rather 
than nature invented right-handed- 
ness. 


Glen Finph of the Yale Primate Lab- 


oratories in 24,000 individual chimp 
tests found that the animals were al- 
most equally divided between left- 
handed and right-handed. 


He used 30 animals, each of which 


was given 800 trials. They reached 
one hand or the other out of a hole 
in a cage to get food. Sometimes it 
was merely a matter of just sticking 
out a fist and grabbing. 


But in other tests, the out-stretch- 


ed fist had to do some export open- 
ing of a closed metal box to get the 
food. 


Either way made no difference to 


the chimps. Most of them were either 
left-handed or right-handed and stay- 
ed that way. Nine of the animals 
used the right hand more than 90 
per cent of the time. Nine others us- 
ed the left more than 90 per cent. 


Five of thorn were decidedly am- 


bidexterous. Ten of the animals show- 
ed ability to switch to the other 
hand when they wanted to. The rest 
did not try switching. All except two 
of the chimpanzees were adults.

The Book of Revelation, the only 


book of its kind in our New Testa- 
ment, is what is called an apocalypse. 
In this respect it is like the Book of 
Daniel, and these books arc part of 
n number of this sort that were writ- 
ten between the first two centuries 
before Christ and the first century al- 
ter Christ. 


This form of writing arose out of 


the tragedies and necessities of the 
time, for prior to the persecution of 
the early Christians, the Jews during 
the Maccabean period 
had passed 


through terrible persecutions. Under 
such conditions, just as today, it was 
not possible with regard to any safety 
for authors or readers to speak plain- 
ly, but messages had to be hidden 
and put in the form of imagery, vis- 
ions, and symbols. 


We luive an example of this at the 


very moment in the extent to which 
the leter "V" lias become a symbol 
of opposition to Nazi Germany through 
out large portions of Europe. The 
imagery and the symbols were pro- 
bably well understood by those who 
read, or who heard the writings read 
at the time, but one difficulty of in- 
terpretation is that later generations 
do not have the same intimate know- 
ledge of what was meant, and the 
result is that this Book of Revela- 
tion has been subject to all manner 
of 
controversies 
and 
speculations, 


niiiny of them fantastic and also dub- 
ious in the highest degree. 


This, along with the difficulty of 


interpretation, lias led many throught- 
ful readers to take little interest in 
the Book, but this itself is a form of 
Ihoughtiulessncss, dictated by a rather 
too prosaic and practical an attitude. 
The Book of Revelation, us a matter 
of fact, is one of the most remark- 
able pieces of writting that has come

defense, they do .so at their own peril.

States army and navy arc to carry out 
that policy—at once."

nouncement, the chief executive re- 
counted, one after another, attacks 
upon American ships which led to

added an incident at sea which had 
not hitherto been known to the pub- 
lic.

With that control in their hands, he 


said, the next step would be "domina- 
tion of the United Stales and the 
Western Hemisphere by force," with 
no American vessel "free to carry on 
any peaceful commerce except by the 


condescending grace of this foreign r 
and tyrannical power." 


Although, Mr. Roosevelt continued, 


some like to regard the United States- 
navy as invincible, this was true only 
so long us the British navy survives. 
With Britain gone, Hitler would be 
able to far outstrip the United States I. 
in building ships. 


"U is time for all Americans of all 


the Americas," he added, "to stop be- 
ing deluded by the romantic notion 
that the Americas can go on living 
happily and peacefully in a Nazi- 
dominated world."
